Both father and daughter told of bur-elar- s.

Beatrice Insisted that she had seen
one of the burglars shoot her sister, and
that after the shooting her brother rushed
past her from his room in the rear. If
this la true, he could not have fired the
shot.

Mr. Fosburg- caused something of a sens
by indicating his belief that one of the

exhibits In the case vas not genuine. He
said that the hat, supposed to belong to one
of the burglars, picked up in his home, is
not the one offered in evidence. The hat
has been In the possession of Chief of Po-
lice Nicholson.

He also said that he now has Jour de-

tectives In his employ searching for the
murderers of his daughter; and that It wai
not cease his efforts until justice is done.

In connection with Mr. Foshurg's an-
nouncement that he is fctlll in pursuit of
the burglars who entered Ills' home and shot
his daughter. May. a peculiar attitude of
the Commonwealth lias Just come to light.

Mr. Joyner said: "We know, and the Gov-ernment does not know, that It was the de-fendant's pistol which shot his sister"He continued. "The firm of R. l. Fosburg& Co. had many men in Its nnw .

pay roll amounting to some J5.000 weeklyTho men were nonengllsh speaking,' andwere paid in money at the office of the com-pany. Mr. Fosburg. Sr.. would take money
from the bank to the office In an electriccar. Tho men knew this and because of therisk the Chief of Police had once remarkedthat If nnv men needed a pistol they (theFosburgs) did. For this reason the defend-ant got one.

"Mr. Fosburg, the defendant, and his wireoccupied the kitchen bedroom, but they dis-
covered a disagreeable odor In the sink andmoved to another room, leaving some wear-
ing apparel and a pistol In the bureau.

"Robbery and revenge might have been
motives of tho burglars." Mr. Joyner de-
clared. "They were youig. active, slight
men. else they could not have got out
of the house through the opening left by
the screen.

"The defense," he said, "Intended to show
that the soiled clothing, pillow cases, etc.,
were thrown by the family Into the bas-
ket In the carrlaze-hous- e.

THEORY OF THE DEFENSE
SHARPLY OUTLINED.

"The theory of the defense is that the
crimo was not tho performance of skilled
burglars, that the stockings which wero
worn and cut were drawn on over shoes to
muffle tho sound of steps; that the tracks
seen were made by the men when they
left the house, and that they Intended to
steal anything they could lay hands on.

"Men were seen running down Benedict
street after the tragedy," he said, "and it
Is the theory of the defense that they
doubled on their trail and, when the posse
came along. Joined In the pursuit, thus di-

verting suspicion from themselves.
"The furniture In the house was cheaD

and easily broken, and It was broken," he
answered, "In the struggle In the back
room. There was only a narrow space be
tween the bed and the bureau, and the de
fense claims that the bureau was tnl?ted
around during the fray."

In conclusion. Mr. Joyner said: "The de-
fense will show that the family had done
Its utmost to bring to justice the men who
entered the house; and that whatever may
be the theory. Miss May was a woman
without an enemy. In her home, and In her
church life she won the affection of all who
knew her.

She was her brother's companion, her
mother's Idol. and. to tho younger members
of the family, she was ever helpful. Theic
was no estrangement between any mem-
bers of the family."

Mr. Jojner concluded his address Just
before 10 o'clock and the witnesses for tho
defense, including the neighbors, -- members
of the ToEburg family, and MUi Bertha
Sheldon, were sworn in a group.

told him there was trouble at the Fosburg
home. Witness ran there, and saw Robert
L. Fosburg, from whom he learned that
May Fosburg was Injured.

Witness went to his office to call a doc-

tor. There he found Fosburg trying to get
tho physician.

He told of seeing the body of MaynFos-bur- g

upon his return to the house. While
upstairs he noticed that the end of the
dresser was pulled out from tho wall about
one foot. This was the first time In the
trial that evidence was Introduced to show
that the bureau was pulled away from tho
wall.

Going to the cellar he found the electric
light turned on .at the switch near the

I dining-roo- m v!nuow. He found imprints
four feet from the balcony and footprints
In the dirt on the left side of the road.

The witness described the search that he
made with the State officers. Mr. Lund said
that he saw the defendant's pistol at tho
office on pay day. He never saw the elder
"Mr. Fosburg with a pistol. He wits shown
the shoe which had been found around tho
Fosburg house, and he said he' never saw
the 'defendant or the defendant's father
wearing It, or one like It.
FATHER OF DEFENDANT
TELLS OF THE SHOOTING.

Robert T. Fosburg, the father of the de- -'

fendant, was called. He began by describ-
ing the movements of his family from tho
time they came to Plttsfield till the day of.
tho shooting. The defendant and his wife
enme to live with the witness about July 1.

He said he employed about 270 men in his
business as a contractor. They were mostly
Italians, and came from New Tork. Mr.
Fosburg described the day previous to tho
tragedy.

Mrs. R. L. Fosburg had returned Satur-
day from St. Louis, where she had been for
six weeks on account of the Illness of her
father. He spoke of MIs Sheldon on a. vUlt
to his house, having been thero for two or
three weeks.

Mr. Fosburg then told of the shooting.
He said he was awakened by his wife; that
he asked her what the trouble was. He
saw what appeared to be a light moving In

the hallway. He raised himself upon his
elbow and saw two men walking In the
room toward his bed, one of them holding a
revolver in his left hand and pointing It
toward the face of the witness.

.Mr. Fosburg sprang up, shouting, and got
his feet upon the floor. He struck the man
on the muscle of the arm and knocked the
revolver out of his grasp. Then he himself
was struck with a sandbag, and ho recalls
nothing further till he got up and went to
the kitchen, when he saw some one standing
by the bedroom, looklns out.
BURGLARS WORE PILLOW
CASES FOR MASKS.

He thought that he went to tho window a
second time, and then to the first floor,
where he saw Lund and Shepardson coming.
Then he went upstairs. He did not know
that he was hurt until attention was called
to his left eye, which was entirely closed,
and the side of his face, which was black.
He did not say anything to the family about
his wounds.

On the subject of what had been done to
detect the burglars, Mr. Fosburg spoke of
employing four detectives. He offered a re-

ward of ihKX) for the arrest of the men, and
j that offer still holds.

At this point the court took a recess.
After recess Mr. Joyner continued his

of Mr. Fosburg. He
asked the witness if he could describe the
man who came Into his room, und Mr. Fos-
burg said that they wore pillow cases ovei
their heads for musks, and that one of the
men was taller than the other.

At this point District Attorney Hammoo
began his of the witness.
In response to a question, Mr. Fosburg Buld
that the pillow cases were pulled down
over the heads of the burglars, with the
corners sticking up, and that they extend-
ed over the breasts of the men.

The next thing he remembers is that he
heard Beatrice cry: "oh, mamma. look at
May; she Is htyt." He then went back and
sawf his daughter on the floor, her mother
by Tier side, and James leaning over Tier
head. Robert, the defendant, came into the
room and fell down. Beatrice brought soma
water, and the witness threw it into his
son's face.

The witness thet. ran to tho front win-
dow and cried: "Police, murder; help; we
want help!"

BE CHOSEN SATURDAY.

Howard Elliott Still Most Prominently Mentioned for the Important
Position Board of Directors Will Hold a Special Meeting Satnr- -

,. day, at Which the Committee's Choice May Be Submitted for
Approval Duties of Historical Committee Denned

Suggestions for Educational Exhibit Chairman for
the Manufactures Committee Is Also to Be

Named The State University Exhibit.

APPOINTMENT OF A WOMEN'S AUXILIARY BOARD CONSIDERED.

Several applicants for the position of Di-

rector General of the Louisiana Purchase
Exposition were disposed of by the Com-

mittee on Organization at Its meeting yes-

terday afternoon.
"Several applications for the place have

been received from time to time," remarked
a. member of the committee after the meet-
ing. ' Some of them were of a nature to
evoke mirth rather than serious considera-
tion. Several men, of whom none of the
committee had ever heard, boldly made
formal application for the Important place.
These applicants were formally voted out
of it."

The committee also discussed available
men for the place. These were chiefly men
who had not applied, and who, if selected,
would have to be pressed Into the service.
All the members of the committee declined
to reveal the names ot the men who had
been discussed.

" "We have reached no conclusion as to the
Director General." said President Francis
after the meeting yesterday.

For a week members of the Organization
Committee have expressed a. conviction
that the Director General would be se-
lected by the Organization Committee in
time to be approved at the next meeting of
the Board of Directors. The next meeting
of the Board of Directors is a "special"
called for next Saturday morning. It Is
reasoned from these facta that the Organ-
ization Committee has reached a conclusion
which requires only the consent of the per-
son selected to be final.
AVAILABLE TIMBER
FOR DIRECTOR GENERAL

Since it becamo certain that William I.
Buchanan would not have the place, and
that no big man with previous exposition
experience was available, a large number
of successful St. Loulsans have been sug-
gested for tne place. Among them wero
Isnac W. Morton. Robert S. Brookings and
John Scullin. In each case the mention
was followed promptly by a disclaimer, and
the vast business Interests which would
suffer through the pressing Into service of
these men prohibited urginir.

The name of Howard Elliott waa more
frequently and more persistently pushed
forward than any other. This was not
through his effort or at his wish.

The duties of the Director General make
him the active agent between the unsala-
ried workers and the salaried workers. He
carries out the will of the Executive Com-

mittee as Its executive. On the character
of the man selected for the place depends
in a large measure the character of his
duties. Director General Buchanan Is the
entire Exposition. The director of works
and the heads of exhibit departments all
act under his direction. No salaried em-
ploye, except the secretary, can reach the
Executive Committee except through the
director general.

"Tho director general's desk Is a (vast
clearing-hous- e over which all the business
of the Exposition must pass," he said, in
dlscusring the duties of the director gen-
eral, recently.
EXPOSITION SHOULD NOT
BE A "OXE-MA- SHOW.

This trait in Director General
Buchanan led St. Louis's Exposition au-

thorities to doubt his entire availabllitvtn
an Exposition where the duUes will be more
diffused than they were In Buffalo. It was
a principal reason why he was not urged
powerfully to accept the director general-
ship In St. Louts. In St. Louis, for Instance,
the president is taking a more Immediate,
energetic part In the work than was the
case at Buffalo. So also with the commit-
tees.

"We had a suspicion that the first work
of Mr. Buchanan, If we brought him here,
would be to butt everybody else off the
track and to Insist on doing all the work
himself with the aid of salaried employes
alone," said a director. "This would make
the St. Louis World's Fair a one-ma- n show.
We do not want that."

Howard Elliott Is still the person most
often named for the place, and It Is be-

lieved he will be recommended If he can be
reached and his consent obtained In time
for the meeting Saturday. He has been out
of the city for several days, and Is now at
Burlington, la., on railroad business. Mr.
Elliott has consistently declined to discuss
his posslbloisclection for the place, with the
explanation that It had not been tendered
him..

.. As far as the exhibit of public schoolwork Is concerned. It should be made by
States. Large cities should be given proper
amounts of space within the space devotedto the State in which they ate situated, and
should be allowed to exhibit their work as
a unit. The great defect of the educational
exhibit at Buffalo Is that It is impossible)
to see the exhibition of the school system
in any city as a whole. Kindergarten work
Is in one place, the primary work in an-
other, the grammar work in another, and
the high school work In still another. If
New York City la to be represented In your
Fair, I should greatly like to send, an exhib-
it that would appear all In one place, and
show our work from kindergarten up to
college work and tha training of teachers.

SUMMARY OF THE DAY'S HEAT NEWS
The highest temperature In St. Louis jesterday was 107.1 degrees; breaking all rec-

ords.
The forecast for to-d- ay indicates no rain and little if any decrease iu temperature
Faculties provided by the city for handling heat cases were taxed to the limit, '
Forty-thre- e deaths directly traceable to the heat were reported in the city.
Temperatures throughout the West as reported by Tne Republic's special corre-

spondents, ranged quite as high yesterday as tl'ey did on Tuesday. The exceptions
were points where local thunderstorms and rain had cleared and cooled tho atmos-
phere.

Thsso rains, were rot. however, general enough in charatter to reduce the average
temperatures of the States to any considerable extent.

The frequency of thesa showera and the largo area which they visited gives tha
weather forecasters hope that the end of the terrible heat may be near at hand.

Clarksburg and Linneus reported the highest temperatures In Missouri. 115.
Greater humidity was present yesterday, which accounts for the large number ot

deaths and prostrations reported.

DEATHS FROM HEAT
INCREASE IN NUMBER.

Forty-Thre- e Fatalities Reported in St. Louis, the licsult of the Ex-

the sun. The long and wearjing siepc of
heat had enfeebled and weiksmJ their
constitutions through liaUluy to
fcleep, rest or obtain proper nourisrrapnt. so
that when the record-breakl- ni temperature
of yesterday came these unfortunates fell
easy victim.

Ilospital and DisDensarles rpre overworked
as they have i.ot been In many a day. and
several of them, were forced to receive titat-me- nt

thcmelvea to avert ihriatpnsd. pros-
tration. The ambulances at rI5 the branch
Dispensaries1, for tbi occas'on,
were on the run continuously from S c'clcck
jesterday morning until this morning.

Toward midnight a cooling bn.eze swept
through the city, bringing silent relief 10
the unfortunates in the cinjested tene-
ment districts. The hospital lhvsicl&ns.
however, look forward to another visitation

y, and have mode arrangements to
increase the facilities for handling the ad-
ditional cases which they confidently ex
pect.

Eighty burial permits were filed with Mor-
tuary Clerk Reber for registry yesterday.
The official list Of the week shows that there
wero more than 600 deaths. Twenty-seve- n of
yesterda's permits were for burial of heat
victims; death In the twenty-seve- n cases be-
ing directly attributable to the abnornuu
temperature. The causes assigned In these
cases were thermic fever. Insolation, sun-
stroke and heat prostration.
